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PREYIOUS ACTION

On December 16, 2015, the TMWA Board of Directors approved the Agreement to
Provide Water Service under the Fimr Standby Partial Requirements Rate Schedule for
the Golden Valley Artificial Recharge Program between Washoe Cotrnty and TMWA.

On December 8, 2015, the Board approved an Agreement to Provide Water Service under
the Firm Standby Partial Requirements Rate Schedule for the Golden Valley Artificial
Recharge Program between Washoe County and TMWA.

On November 12,2014, the Board held the Second reading and adopted ordinance 1548
adopting Washoe County Requirements and Schedule of Rates, Tolls, and Charges for
the Golden Valley Artificial Recharge Program; providing for Rates, Payments,
Procedures and their Enforcement relating to conditions of service; exemptions; appeal
procedures; and other matters properly related thereto, with the ordinance to become
effective concurrent with the effective date of the Washoe County Water Utility and
TMWA merger.

BACKGROT]N[I)

The Golden Valley Anificial Recharge Program was first initiated as a test program in
the mid-1990s and subsequently developed into a continuously operated artificial
groundwater recharge progam in2002 when Washoe County adopted Ordinance 1166.
Under the terms of the ordinance (currently Ordinance 1548), approximately 613 Golden
Valley property owners who rely on domestic water wells pay $22,66 per month in
support of the Artificial Recharge Program.

The delivery of potable source water used for recharge of the aquifer has been from
TMWA, and the water resources required for the Recharge Program have historically
been leased from various sources. Since 2003, approximately 70 to 80 ac-ft of potable
water is injected into the underlying aquifer at four well sites each year.

Beginning tn 20t1, and at the request of residents who participate in the Artificial
Recharge Program, Washoe County began the purchase of suitable water resources with
the plan to purchase the required water resources and cease leasing water resources from
others. A total of 43.97 ac-ft of Truckee River water resources have been purchased
using Artificial Recharge Program funds.

With the recent regional drought conditions and subsequent examination of existing
water services, it was discovered that the water service was an intemrptible service and
therefore could have been be turned offby TMWA under certain conditions, such as low
water flows in the Truckee River.

With this understanding, Washoe County and TMWA entered into that Agreement dated
December 8, 2015, to convert the water service to a non-intemrptible service. It was
detennined that 80 ac-ft of water represents the upper limit of water volume that can be
successfully injected into the aquifer and maintain a reasonable groundwater surface
elevation for the benefit of the majority of the Artificial Recharge Program users.
